Oregon Agricultural College, Cor-
vallis, Ore., Oct. 28 —By putting pro-
tein into grain fed to hogs the fesader
nearly doubles on every cent invested
economically in protein materfal
Skim milk or butter milk in the pro-
portion of one and onae half pound of
milk to one pound of graln will pro-
duee 4 much more efficient use of the

grain, parts of which are not utilz- ":

ed when grain fs fed alone.
does not contain all the Teed elements
In tlie rlght proportion to suit the
pig’s needs,

Where milk is not available tank-
age makes the cheapest protein sup-
ply in Oregon. Ten pounds ol tank-
age at $60 a ton added to %0 pounds
of grain at present prices increases
the cost of 100 pounds of feed ten
cents, but it increases the pork vield
2.656 pounds, which at T cents per
pund amounts to $18.55 per liun-
dred,  The cost of this "increase
viald was but 310,

“In terms of returns per hundred
pounds of grain on the hog, the feed-
er secures 87.0 cents more by fead-
ing tankage with grain than by feed-
g grain stralght," says Professor
Sumson, who conducted the feeding
tests, “'In terms of the price that the
plgs réturn for 100 pounds of grain
the tankage causes them to return
280 cents more, which is 14,66 more
per ton, It pige were payxing only
murket prices for graln fed alone,
this $4.66 may justly be counted as
the feeder's profit. This profit is
further fncreased in the fertilizing
value of the manure.”

k. A, Booth, Republican Candidate
for United States Senntor Proves
Truth With Documents.

Dacked by absolute proofs, B. A
Booth, Republican candidate for Uni-
ted States Senator, tore to pleces
every charge brought against him by
Governor West in the famous Booth-
West meeting at Portland. When
Booth had finished he had disproved
the acusations of West in every par-
ticular, showing that the Governor
had not a leg to stand on In making
his charges. Booth's proofs were
government records, documents and
decislons of the courts.

Boeth, to show the character of
West, the man who was attacking his
honesty and business methods, read
from records showing that West,
when State Land Agent under Cham-
berlain, was working for Detective
Burns in stacking the jury box which
was to try the land cases of 1005,
Wesl was one of the detectives whose
work was to find out if citizens were
for conviction and when tlhey were
strong for conviction thelr names
were placed in the box from which
Jurors were to be drawn at the trials.
Booth also showed that West collect-
ed §560 mileage from the Govern-
ment when at most he was entitled
to but 311 and when Federal officers
accused Lim of being a grafter West
turned this money into the state
treasury, minus $60. The trip which
West charges the Government for he
also charged the State aus Railroad
Commissioner.

These maps are the foundation
work for the future development of
the state as they show the location of
fenuible frrigation, power and draln-
uge projects, the proper location for
railroads and highways, and are of

Pendleton Hos Fine Packing Plant,

One of the most complete packing
plants of its size In the United States,
according to experts, &5 the latest in-
dustry Im Pendleton. It belongs to
the Pendleton Meat Comipany, which
owng a chain of butcher places in this
part, The cost of the plaut is about
FE60.000, and it covers an area of 12
nrres,

The grounds include stockades,
rutlroad spur, slaughter-houses, pens,
fand grazing grounds,

The bullding is of reinforced con-
crete and has three stories.  These
invlude a sangage works, o lard re-
finery, smoke and curing rooms, re-
frigerators, and storerooms.

The plant will uge every year 4000
hogs, 1800 sheep and 1200 beeves,
Later, thig demand will be more than
donbled. At the present output,
more than $1650,000 a year will go
to farmers and stockmen.

Miss Long tested some milk the
other day, and I will endeavor to
tell how she did it. She mixed the
milk well so if the cream had risen
she could have it mixed well, and
then measured seventeen cubic cen-
timeters of edch kind of m:iik and
drew it up into a pipette, and from
there shie put it into the testing cups.
There were four Kinds of milk, each
kind in a seperate cup. She then
put seventeen cubie centimeters of
sulphurie acld into each cup of the
milk. 1f it did not then turn a red-
disli purple she put in a lttle more
acid.

She put the cups into the testing
maching and turned the machine
four minutes, 8She then filled the
cups up to the neck with hot water
(temperature 150 degrees, F.) and
turned the tester one more minute,
(Its rate of speed is one hundred rev-
olutions a minuter. She added a lit-
tle more hot water and turned an-
other minute. She then measured
the eream with the dividers and de-
termined the per cent.

Results:  No, 1, 5.6 percvent; No.
l::. 2.4 per cent; No. 8, 3.4 per cent;
I'No. 4, 4.5 per cent.
